According to Ned Dearborn, Presi- 
dent of the National Safety Council, 
“Last year 37,400 drivers of all ages 
were involved in fatal accidents, with 
11,400 or 81 per cent, in the under- 
25 age group. More than 4,100,000, or 
27 per cent, of the 15,500,000 drivers 
involved in accidents last year were 
in this age group despite the fact 
that it contains less than 20 percent 
of all drivers”. 


Gordon C. Graham, Supervisor of 
Safety Education in Detroit Public 
Schools, cites some encouraging facts: 
“In Cleveland, ‘a study proved that 
trained drivers had 50 percent fewer 
accidents than the untrained and Dela 
ware found that trained drivers had 
one-fourth the accidents and one-sev- 
enth the traffic violations,” 


Some of the benfits of greater 
knowledge and observance of traffic 
laws, presented by Franklin M. Kreml 
Director of Northwestern Traffic In- 
etitute, are “. . safer driving... 
less delay in traffic, lower taxes for 
the community, lower insurance rates 
and greater pleasure driving.” 


" Emily Post makes a clear analysis 
of the teen-age driver picture. “Chil- 
dren are natural mimics and copy 
the behaviour of their parents as the 
perfect thing to do. And when a child 
sees his father or mother, or both, 
behaving without the slightest ‘con- 
sideration ef the rules of courtesy on 
the highway—often in striking con 
trast to their normal politeness at 
home—the child naturally believes 
that somehow ‘good manners take a

holiday when you drive a car! 


From these excerpts. we see that 
action must be taken if we are to 
prevent the recurrence of a toll as 
tragic as last year’s, in which 7,100 
teen-agers lost their lives and 320,000 
more were injured, 

By setting an example of save and 
courteous driving, and working with 
their Safety Committee and Educa- 
tion Committee to promote driver 
training for teen-agers, Lions club 
members will be doing much to re- 
duce ‘“‘teencide.” 


The Raymond Lions Club has a 
special Committee — the Safety Com- 
mittee as well as the Education Com- 
mittee set up to sponsor work of 
this nature in our Community, The 
Town Council has a committee for 
the same purpose ——other organiza- 
tions have similar groups. We should 
start on adult education and work 
down from there. Are the Lions and 
other responsible clfizens working 
with the Town Council on their re- 
cent drive to enforce decent traffic 
regulations? Is every reliable citizen 
in Raymond ensuring safety to our 
town by insisting that his car is be- 
ing operated according to law and 
decent consideration of the other fel- 


lows right to live. Any violation of 
safe operation of motor vehicles 
should be reported and publicised. 


Lets get behind a community drive 
to stop fools from endangering the 
lives and happiness of any citizens 
in our town. Intelligent operation and 
care of vehicles on public roads will 
cut accidents to near zero—Accidents 
will happen—only if foolish people 
belive in them. Accidents will not 
happen if we are conscious of our 
duty to our neighbor and to his chil- 


dren, 


This week, boys and girls, how 
would you like a variation from a 
quizz to a true story about the found- 
er of Raymond, Jesse Knight, by Har- 
rison R. Merrill? The following is the 
story about a poor man who became 
rich. 


Art Scott is an express messenger 


in Provo, Utah. He often tells how 
he .once traded knives with a mil- 
lionaire. 


It was back in 1896. Art Scott, then 
a boy of ten, pulled a new knife from 
the pocket of his overalls and held it 
up to the gaze of Uncle Jesse Knight 
then a poor prospector. Uncle Jessie's 
eyes kindled. 

“Some knife,” he said, admiring the 
pearl handle. 

Art Scott knew it was “some knife” 
He had given a whole dollar and half 
for it—a dollar and a half that had 
required careful hoarding on his part 
for months. Art also knew that Uncle 
Jesse liked knives, for was he not 
always whittling something — little 
shovels and single jacks and miner's 
lamps — out of wood? 

The two were standing on the 
side of Godivia Mountain in the rich 
Tintic mining district in Utah. In 
those days Uncle Jesse was driving 
a tunnel which a friend had named 
“The Humbug.” 

“Lets trade knives”, Uncle Jesse 
suggested. Always joking with the 
boy, he added, “I'll give you my knife 
and a dollar when the Humbug comes 
in for that Jim-dandy.” 

“Alright”, said Art Scott. 

The trade was made and time pas- 
sed. Uncle Jesse kept scratching away 
in the face of the Humbug tunnel 
while his friends and critics alike 
ridiculed him. “He'll never strike any- 
thing over there”, they said with an 
unanimous voice, “The Tintic leads 
don’t run that way. He’s out of the 
district.” 

But Uncle Jesse never wavered. A 
friend had refused a large interest in 
the mine which was proffered him 
without charge for a bit of legal as- 
sistance. Another friend had lent 
Uncle Jesse a thousand dollars and 
was offered a fourth interest in the 
mine for the courtesy, although Uncle 
Jesse had agreed to pay interest on 
the loan, and the principal infull, But 
the friend made the mistake of send- 
along with his cheque a protest “at 
putting money in a hole in the 
ground”, Uncle Jesse did not like 
that protest and so returned the mon- 
ey, raising his thousand dollars by 
means of a mortgage on his home. 

Art Scott, though a mere boy, heard 
these stories and his faith wavered. 
He knew Uncle Jesse was about broke

The reason for our tardiness was 
the arrival of our new automatic job 
press. We had hoped to get the paper 
off Saturday morning before the CPR 
brought the press to the shop but 
because of a breakdown with their 
truck we had to make arrangements 
to get the press off the freight car 
by ourselves, 

After considerable chasing around 
we found Maurice Cooper who very 
obligingly came to our rescue. With 
the aid of our new helper, Lewellyn 
Hippard, my Dad and I, Maurice got 
the machine onto his truck and de- 
livered it to the shop. Getting that 
two ton baby down off the truck is 
a job I'll forget. 

To get the press int othe shop re- 
quired an opening of at least 49 in. 
so we had to break down part of the 
wall--and bat a job! Mother Nature 
seemed to smile slightly on our ef- 
forts though because Saturday was 
the first comparatively calm day we 
had after all that wind. There’ was 
enough of a breeze to blow plenty of 
brick and mortor dust around though. 

After hours of back-breaking toil 
we finally got the new press in and 
the old one out; a new frame for 
the wall put up, and covered with 
enough heavy cardboard to keep most 
of the wind out. 

Sunday is generally a very restfull 
day around our house but the last 
one was an exception. The Company 
from which we bought the press pro- 
vide the services of an erector-demon- 
strator to give a few lessons on the 
operation of this somewhat compli- 
cated machine and the only day Ralph 
Kindt, from Calgary, could get away 
was Sunday so our ordinary six-day 
week rule was forgotten.
